SUMMARY OF BILL: Specifies that no amendments to zoning
ordinances shall become effective until they have been approved as to their
legality by the municipal attorney or the county attorney. Requires a copy of
proposed changes to zoning ordinances along with an explanation of why the
change is required and how the change will impact growth to be forwarded to
each member of the General Assembly who represents the area affected by the
change.

ESTIMATED FISCAL IMPACT:

Increase Local Govt. Expenditures - Not Significant

Estimate assumes local governments will experience an
increase in expenditures for the costs of preparing and
sending the required information to members of the General
Assembly. This increase is estimated to be not significant.
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
